President Johnson pro¬ 
poses to give the old guys 
and gals 65 and over a bet¬ 
ter tax break if they con¬ 
tinue in employment. A hus¬ 
band with an income of 
$10,000 woujd pay $528 less 
. . . reduced from $1,114 to 
$586. 

But who is working at that 
age? Business and profes¬ 
sional men and women, jus¬ 
tices of the Supreme Court, 
senators, congressmen, am¬ 
bassadors?

Much better to go 
fishin’. But you ain’t heard 
nothing yet! Just wait until 
you hear how the President 
proposes to soak those re¬ 
tired and whose incomes 
reach a certain point . . . Oh, 
well, never mind. 

In these days of automa¬ 
tion and leisure-orientation, 
who wants to work past 65, 
or even 60? Really, this stuff 
and nonsense about the re¬ 
tirement blues, retirement 
killing off the old men. Just 
ain’t so. Strange you never 
hear that about women. 
Only the poor, poor retired 
man who is pining himself 
away! 


’The compulsory retirement 
age of Los Angeles County 
employees is 70. And the re¬ 
sults? Most of them retire 
long before they are 70. 
Many at 58, 60, 62. Most of 
those we knew who worked 
until 70 died within two 
years. Those who retired in 
the late 50’s and early 60’s 
are now in their mid-7(^ and 
are en'joylng life. It is not 
retirement that kills ’em. It’s 
workng too long. 

Now I don’t believe the 
rocking chair ever killed 
anyone unless he leaned 
back too far, fell and broke 
his back. In every Mother 
Lode town we roamed 
around in, there were al¬ 
ways some old-timers just 
a-sittin’ and a-whittlin.’ One 
cute little guy was 95. Had 
always lived there. I ex¬ 
pressed astonishment. H e 
said, ‘‘Ma’am, why not? Got 
to live somewhere. Might as 
well be here.” And he said, 
“Ma’am, I ain’t worked a 
day for nigh ■onto 50 year.” 
We took him back to his 
cabin. There was an old 
rocking chair on the front 
porch. 

Well, here’s to early re¬ 
tirement and more and big¬ 
ger and better rocking 
chairs. And don’t let a so- 
called tax break fool you. If 
you don’t get it one way you 
will another, and there’s one 
thing for sure — taxes are 
something you will be pay¬ 
ing and paying.

Noumea, the scenic and 
go-ahead capital, wou 1 d 
seem more at home in the 
South of France than the 
South Seas. Store along rue 
de L’Alma display wines 
from Algeria and the pro¬ 
vinces, perfumes and gowns 
from Paris, intimate restau¬ 
rants offer the subtle tastes 
of French cuisine by candle¬ 
light. 

If one had longer to spend 
in this territory, it would be 
most fascinating to fly to 
the Isle of Pineh, 60 miles 
from Noumea ... an island 
of such tranquil loveliness 
that it must some day be¬ 
come one of the leading 
travel targets of the South 
Pacific. 

It is named for the Colum¬ 
nar pines that tower lup to 
200 feet along the beach 
sands that are as white and 
firm as talcum. So clear is 
the sea at the shore it is 
sometimes invisble! The 
sea’s greeness darkens con¬ 
tinuously all the way out to 
sheltering reefs. Then, be¬ 
yond a thin line of silbering 
surf, it is suddenly cobalt. 

The air Is always dry and 
clear on the Isle of Pines 
and there is an absence of 
insect life remarkable for 
the tropics. The island’s only 
hotel is the grass-thatched 
Kanumera, on an isthmus 
under the pine with clear, 
sparkling beaches on both 
sides. To stay there, if only 
for one night, is a “must” for 
any extended South Pacific 
itinerary. 

Next to Suva. It took al¬ 
most 200 years to “discover” 
Fiji ... It is that spread 
out. It consists of more than 
300 islands scattered through 
the Southwest Pacific —with 
Suva, the capital, on Viti 
Levu. And here the fun of 
southeas shopping is exem¬ 
plified in the sprawling City 
Market. The market offers 
such colorful wares as can¬ 
nibal forks, wooden kava 
bowls and cups, woven mats 
and baskets, beautifu 11 y 
dyed tapa cloth, as well as 
Indian saris and filigree 
jewelry. 

The narrow, wind i n g 
streets of Suva have scores 
of little shops, which will 
captivate you for hour's. 

Ni'uafo’ou (Tin Can Island) 
is our .next off-port call. An 
old tradition' of the South 
Pacific was revived when 
Matson liners again began 
making an off-port call at 
this tiny island for “Tin Can 
Mail.” Passengers’ mail is 
dropped to a canoe postman 
on one voyage, picked up on 
the next — bearing postage 
and prostmark exclusive to 
mail from the Mariposa and 
Monterey. 

On to Pago Pago (pro¬ 
nounced Pango Pan go). 
These natives are friendly 
and generous people, best 
know.n for their splendid 
physique and love of cere¬ 
mony. When they’re not at¬ 
tending feasts and cere¬ 
monial dances, Samoans live 
relatively quieter lives than 
the Tahitians of Papeete. A 
three-hour drive along the 
coast to the village of Tula, 
fronting on white sand 
beach, provides an opportun¬ 
ity of observing the daily 
life of the Samoans both 
outside and inside their 
homes, which usually have 
no walls. 

And after four days of 
peaceful cruising we arrive 
at our last port of call, 
Honolulu, the land where 
you don^’t run, you walk. You 
don’t frown, you smile. You 
don’t scold, you shrug . . . 
and it doesn’t cost you a 
cent. Try this experiment: 
when you buy a newspaper, 
say “Aloha,” no matter how 
silly it sounds. See what 
happens. Every flower lei 
seller, every hula girl, every 
swimmer on a surfboard, 
every barefoot schoolboy, is 
part of old Hawaii. Even you 
will use the same dire<?tions 
for traveling the natives 
used KXX) years ago .... 
Makai means toward the 
ocean, towards the moun¬ 
tains is maiuka, which is al¬ 
ways form the center of each 
Island. 

And when you sail away 
makai, be sure to follow the 
age-old tradition of tossing 
your lei into the sea. If it 
floats back across the reef, 
you will someday return to 
this earthly paradise at the 
end of a traveler’s dream.
